Guarding the 
North Sea 


Mine. Fields Answer Just the Same 
Purpose Afloat as Barbed Wire 
Entanglements on Land 


One cannot be at sea very long in 
any kind of a fighting: ship without 
‘discovering that the navy has its own 
kind of “barbed wire”. to. contend 
against. : 

This is not strung about om poles, 
neither does it bristle up @cfantiy 
like the wire which sprawls all along 
the western front. 4 

In fact, there is a wide differcnce 
between the two. The latter makes 
an ugly enough obstacle to face, with 
its “gooseberries” that tear at the 
fect and long, octopus-like tendrils 
that hold im deadly grip whatever 
they once twist around. But with all 
its horrors, this inventioh-of the Evil 
One is not nearly as bad as the “barb- 
‘ed wire” which the sailor has to face. 
. When glancing over an up-to-date 
chart of the North Sea one finds it 
blotched all about with markings 
which look like eruptions. As a mat- 
ter of fact, these niarkings do indicate 
possible eruptions, for they show the 
whereabouts of minefields. These 
are the “barbed wire” of the sea, and 
a nasticr thing to run against man, 
with all his ingenuity in devising me- 
thods of destruction, has never been 
conttived. One need exert no effort 
of imagination to justify the compar- 
ison, for the minefield answers just 
the same purpose afloat;as the barbed 
wire entanglement does on™shiore, 

Without it sea war would be a very 
different matter from what it now is; 
or, at least, in the narrow waters 
where-all the most #pértantfightirg 
must take place. One has’ only to 
look cursorily at the situation to un- 
derstand how important an influence 
this naval “barbed wire” exercises 
upon the conduct of operatigns afloat. 

For one thing, it limits the moye- 
ments of the belligerent forces. Even 
our Grand Fleet, master though-it be 
of the seas, cannot go ‘wherever it 
pleases because df the minefields scat- 
tered about the water. Whenever the 
sea Hun wants to “dig\himself in” at 
a base he drops a minefield in front 
of him, and behind. this. protection 
proceeds with his task, well knowing 
that no British admiral would be so 
foolish as to play the enemy’s game 
by taking his ships into such a dan- 
@erous area, ‘ 

And they, are not little minefields 


that the Humputs down, Some of 
those he has laid in the North Sea 
are quite the biggest “entangle- 


ments”. of the kind ever constructed, 
containing as ‘they do thousands upofi 
thousands of floating death traps.

‘them to attempt “jumping” a’ mine 
field would mean almost certain de- 
struction: 

Barbed wire erected against troops 
can be destroyed by artillery, - The 
kind used at sea cannot be swept 
away in this fashion. » A squadron 
might bombard a minefield until its 
guns were worn out and the “entan- 
glements” svould still be impassable. 
The only @afe way of treating such 
an obstruction lies in finding out its 
position and then keeping away from 
it.. And that is the course generally { 
adopted, ; 

Minefields play the part of conceal: | 
ed snares as well as protections. Of-| 
‘ten cnough the Huns have tried to} 
entice qur ships into them, though 
never once. have they succeeded in 
doing this. Numbers of such traps 
Were laid for Sir John Jellicoe, and 
he: fell into none of~them, In, fact, 
the only ships Jost in German mine- 
fields have been the Germans’ own. 
Just*how many they bave ‘had de- 
stroyed and badly damaged in this 
way possibly the Maritfeamt (Admir- 
alty) alone knows, . Certain it is more 
than one or two, and in practically 
every. case they met disaster by 
dashing into their own mines when 
running away from British vessels 
which were chasing them, The Ger- 
mats, you see, had to get home some- 
how in-order to reach safety, while | 
eur ships were’ able to stop when 
they pleased, and therefore © could, 
keep clear of unnecessary dangeis. 

By bearing in mind what the pres- 
cence of these death-bestrewn areas
